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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The papers filed 1 1-17-05 have been received and entered. Claims 1-33 remain 
pending in the application. The objection to claim 8 and rejection to claims 6, 22, 32 are 
withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. Claims 1,17 and 27 remain 
rejected as below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 17 and 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fujitaka (U.S. Patent 5,909,403). 

Regarding claims 1,17 and 27, Fujitaka discloses a circuit and a method for 
reducing leakage current in a read only memory array having a plurality of transistors 
(R1-16 of figure 3), comprising the step of: applying a biased gate voltage (to word line 
W1), relative to a source voltage (ground), to the gate of each of said plurality of 
transistors (Figure 3 shows transistors R1 1 , R4 of a same row receiving a same voltage 
to a word line W1) said biased gate voltage to be applied at least during a precharge 
phase (when PR signal is active high in figure 4). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-16 and 24-26 are allowed. 
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5. Claims 2-7, 18-23, and 28-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1-17-05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In the Remarks on page 10, the Applicants argue that Fujitaka teaches 
"only one word line Wn is active for each read operation. Thus, the signals W1 and W0 
are not active at the same time and a biased gate voltage is only applied to one 
transistor in the array at a time." The Examiner would like to point out that the signals 
W0 and W1 are indeed active at different time, but transistors R1 1 , R4, R7 and R9 in a 
same row having their gates connecting to the same word line W1; therefore each gate 
receives the same biased voltage substantially simultaneously.
